NET  FARM  INCOME  IN  19$ 2 

Farm  operators  in  the  United  States  realized  a  net  income  of  lli.3  bil- 
lion dollars  in  1952,  practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  according 
to  preliminary  estimates.    Although  gross  farm  income  increased  1.5  percent, 
the  gain  was  offset  by  a  rise  of  more  than  2  percent,  or  about  a  half  billion 
dollars,  in  production  expenses. 

The  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  is  obtained  by  subtracting 
their  total  expenses  of  production  from  gross  farm  income.    The  calculations 
for  1951  and  1952  are  summarized  below,  in  millions  of  dollars:

Neither  gross  income  nor  realized  net  income  includes  the  value  of  any 
increases  or  decreases  during  the  year  in  farm  inventories  of  crops  and  live- 
stock.   Inventory  changes  are  excluded  from  this  primary  calculation  so  as  to 
provide  a  measure  of    the  income  actually  "realized"  and  available  for  farm 
family  living  and  other  nonfarm  expenditures  during  the  given  year.  However, 
such  changes  in  inventories  are  subsequently  added  in  for  purposes  of  com- 
parison with  nonfarm  income  which  includes  changes  in  nonfarm  business  in- 
ventories,

,  As  shown  above,  there  was  a  net  increase  in  farmers'  holdings  of  crops 
and  livestock  in  both  1951  and  1952,  but  the  increase  was  much  smaller  in 
1952.    Consequently,  farmers'  total  net.  income  including  inventory  changes, 
which  represents  the  net  value  of  their  actual  total  output  in  1952,  was  down 
about  a  billion  dollars  or  6  percent.    This  contrasts  with  a  6-percent  rise 
in  total  national  income. 

The  physical  volume  of  farm  output  was  up  about  3  percent  in  1952,  but 
with  lower  average  prices  the  gross  value  of  output  was  down  about  1  percent. 
And  with  costs  higher  in  1952,  the  net  value  of  farmers'  output  was  down 
6  percent.    However,  farmers  increased  their  total  marketings  6  percent.  By 
selling  a  larger  fraction  of  output  than  they  sold  in  1951,  farmers  as  a  group 
maintained  their  "realized"  or  spendable  net  income  practically  Tjnchanged.  Of 
course,  ihe  income  position  of  individual  farmers  in  1952  varied  considerably 
in  both  directions  from  these  national  totals. 
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Det  income  of  the  farna  population  from  farming  operations  was  '}btl  billion 
dollars  in  1932.    This  includes  the  rea.Lized  net  income  of  farm  operators,  the 
net  chanj^e  in  their  inventories,  and  the  wapes  received  by  farm  labor<^rs  living 
on  fams.

REVISED  ESTIMATES  OP  POPUiATlJK'  ANL  i^ER  CAi-ITA  INCOi'iE,  1917-52 

The  July-September  1951  issue  of  The  I- arm  1  icome  Situation  included  some 
major  changes  in  the  population  estimates  used  as  divisors  in  obtaining  per 
capita  income.    The  changes  were  designed  to  reflect  (l)  a  new  definition  of  the 
farm  population,  and  (2)  a  shift  in  date  of  the  estimates  from  January  1  to 
April  1,    These  changes  were  final  with  respect  to  adoption  of  the  new  defini- 
tion and  the  new  date,  but  quite  tentative  from  a  statistical  standpoint  because 
tabulations  from  the  1950  decennial  census  were  not  then  complete,    I'Jew  informa- 
tion since  made  available  has  required  considerable  fiurther  revision  in  the  es- 
timates of  farm  pcpul'tion  back  to  1917.    A  complete  discussion  of  tne  nature 
and  method  of  revision  may  be  found  in  release  number  l6,  Census-ijAE  series, 
entitled  "Revised  Estimates  of  the  Farm  Population  of  the  United  States:  1910-50", 

Tables  1-5  from  pages  27-31  of  the  August-oeptember  1952  issue  of  The  Farm 
Income  Situation  are  reprinted  in  this  issue,  primarily  so  as  to  incorporate  the 
new  estimates  of  farm  population ►    Tables  1  and  2  are  not  affected  by  the  re- 
visi->>;s  and  are  reprinted  partly  so  as  to  bring  their  series  up  to  date  for  the 
year  1952,  and  partly  in  order  to  present    totals  from  which  revised  per  capita 
data  ^re  computed  in  table  5» 

The  new  estim.ates  cf  farm  population  are  given  in  table  U,    The  revisions 
are  u?»iformly  upward,  and  for  years  prior  to  19i46  they  generally  cancel  the  down- 
ward revisions  made  two  years  ago.    Since  estimates  of  the  United    estates  total 
population  are  unchanged,  coresponding  reductions  have  been  made  in  estimates  of 
the  nonfarm  population  back  to  1917. 

The  series  on  nonagri cultural  income  received  by  persons  living  on  farms, 
given  in  table  3,  has  also  been  revised  upward.    The  practical  effect  of  the 
latest  revisions  in  the  farm  population  is  to  add  back  in  a  considerable  number 
of  penplej  who  arc  not  primarily  dependeat  on  agriculture  for  a  livelihood;  and 
the  income  they  receive  from  nonagricultural  sources  has  had  to  be  taken  into 
account . 

Since  both  the  farm  population  and  their  total  income  are  revised  upward, 
estimates  of  per  capita  Income  of  persons  on  farms  from  all  sovirces  are  not  greatly 
changed.  However,  seme  cf  the  other  series  given  in  table  5j  notably  those  on 
per  capita  income  of    persons  on  farms  from  agricultural  sources  alone,  are  more 
significantly  affected.

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CASH  RECEIPTS  FROM  FARM  i^lARKETINGS  IN  1952 

Farmers  received  33,1  billion  dollars  from  the  sale  of  their  products 
in  1952,  or  2  percent  more  than  in  195l«    The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings 
last  year  was  6  percent  larger  than  the  year  before,  but  the  weighted  average 
of  prices  received  was  down  aboilt  ii  percent. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  1952  were  l8,5  billion  dollars, 
5  percent  less  than  in  1951.    Total  livestock  marketings  last  year  were  3  per- 
cent above  the  previous  year,  but  prices  averaged  8  percent  lower*    Crop  re- 
ceipts, on  the  other  hand,  rose  12  percent  to  II4.6  billion  dollars;  Crop 
marketings  were  up  9  percent  from  the  previous  year  and  their  prices  also 
averar.  ed  a  little  higher. 

Cash  receipts  in  1952  were  lower  tten  in  1951  in  a  majority  of  the  States 
despite    the  small  increase  in  the  United  States  total.    However,  changes  were 
relatively  small  in  most  States,  almost  two-thirds  showing  increases  or  de-  ' 
creases  of  5  percent  or  less.    The  largest  relative  decline  was  li;  percent  in 
Wyoming,  the  largest  increase  33  percent  in  Kansas, 

Cash  receipts  by  commodities 

Cash  receipts  in  1952  from  most  of  the  principal  livestock  items  were 
down  from  1951,    Most  of  the  major  crops,  however,  were  above  the  previous 
year.    Receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  were  7  percent  below  1951  because  of 
substantial  price  declines.    A  drop  of  10  percent  in  the  average  price  of 
hogs,  together  with  a  slight  decline  in  quantities  marketed/  resulted  in  a  ' 
decrease  of  12  percent  in  receipts  from  hogs,    A  slight  gain  in  the  volume 
of  eggs  marketed  was  more  than  offset  by  a  rather  sharp  drop  in  prices,  and 
cash  receipts  from  eggs  declined  10  percent.    Dairy  receipts    were  up  5  per- 
cent because  of  a  rise  in  average  prices.    Receipts  from  broilers  and  turkeys 
were  up  slightly,  but  receipts  from  other  chickens  and  from  sheep  and  lambs  ■ 
were  downo  . 

Receipts  from  potatoes,  with  a  gain  of  69  percent  over  1951^  rose  more 
sharply  in  1952  than  receipts  from  any  other  important  crop.    Although  potato 
narketings  declined,  their  prices  rose  substantially.    Marketings  of  wheat, 
corn,  cotton.,  hay,  rice,  cats,  and  strawberries  were  all  on  a  higher  level 
than  in  195l>  and  cash  receipts  were  up    in  each  case.    The  increases  ranged 
from  only  2  percent  for  oats  to  ii?  percent  for  rice.    Prices  also  were  higher 
for      hay,  rice,  and  strawberries.    Higher  prices  accounted  for  substantial 
increases  in  receipts  from  some  of  the  other  crops,  notably  sweetpetatoes,  dry 
edible  beans,  lemons,  truck  crcps,  apples,  and  flaxseed.    The  gains  in  cash 
receipts  in  this  group  ranged  f rom  li  percent  in  the  case  of  flaxseed  to  12  per- 
cent for  sweetpetatoes,    Cash  receipts  were  down  in  1952  for  some  crops.  Mar- 
ketings of  sorghum  grain,  peanuts,  and  barley  were  smaller  than  in  195li  and 
their  cash  receipts  declinedo    Lower  receipts  from  soybeans,  grapefruit, 
^ranges,  and  pears,  hwever,  were  due  to  lower  prices,  while  declines  in  re- 
ceipts from  tobacco  and  grapes  reflected  both  smaller  marketings  and  lower 
prices.

Cash  receipts  by  States 

Although  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1952  were  slightly 
higher  than  in  1951>  receipts  in  only  23.  States  were  above  the  previous  year 
.while  those  in  25  States  were  lower,  than  in  195l.-    Receipts  from  crops  in 
most  States  were  well  above  the  previous  year,  ranging  from  12  percent  below 
1951  in  North  Dakota  to  5l  percent  above  in-Oklahoma.  Increases  in  crop  receipts 
were  shewn  in  i^O^  States  while  decreases  were  registered  in  only    8.    On  the 
other  hand,  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  down  in  all  but  3  States, 
and  the  range  was  .from  21  percent  below  1951  in  Wyoming  to  5  percent  above 
in  Georgia.  .  ■   .     ■  p 

The  largest  percentage  decline  in  total  cash,  receipts  was  Ik  percent  in 
Wyoming,  where  there  was  a  decline  of  21  percent  in  recei_. ts  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products.    Prices  of  wool  declined  drastically  last  year,  and 
wool  receipts  in  Wyoming  dropped      to  about  half  their  1951  level.  Receipts 
from  sheep  and  ]ambs,  cattle  and  calves,  and  hogs  also  contributed  to  the 
decline*    On  the  other  hand,  receipts  from  crops,  a  small  part  of  total  re- 
ceipts in  'Wyoming,  rose  2k    percent  above  1951.      The  largest  relative  gain 
in  total  cash  receipts  was  33  percent  in  Kansas,  and  was  due  mainly  to 
larger  marketings  of    wheat.    Receipts  from  crops_  in  that  State  were  more 
than  double  the  1951  level,  which  bad  been  adversely  affected  by  flood 
conditions .     .  .  ■.  ■  . 

Increases  in  total  cash  receipts  were  generally  greatest  in  those'  States 
having  a  large  proportion  of  their  total  receipts  from  crops.    Besides  Kansas, 
already  mentioned,  Maine's  total  receipts  were  21  percent  above  1951  because 
of  larger  marketings  and  higher  prices  of  potatoes.    Total  cash  receipts  in 
Arizona  were  16  percent  more  than  in  the  previous  year  as  a  result  of  larp-er 
marketings,  of  cotton,    In  Oklahoma,  higher  prices  for  wheat  accounted  for 
most  of    the  gain  of  13  percent    in  total  receipts,    A  rise  of  11  percent  in 
total  receipts  in  Mississippi  was  due  to  larger  marketings  ■  of  cotton.  In 
Louisiana,  total  receipts  rose  10  percent  because  of  larger  marketings  and 
higher  prices  of  rice,  and  in  Oregon  a  10  percent  rise  was  due  largely  to 
increased  sales  and  higher  prices  of  wheat  and  potatoes. 

Other  States  besides  Wyoming  that    showed  substantial  declines  in  total 
cash  receipts  were  North  Dakota,  Montana,  South  Carolina,  'South  Dakota, 
Delaware,  and  Florida.    Receipts  in  both  North  Dakota  and  Monta^na  were  down 
10  percent.    Cattle  and  calves  were  down  rather  sharply  in  both  States,,  In 
addition,  receipts  from  wheat  were  substantially  lower  in  North  Dakota. 
Total  cash  receipts  in  both      South  Carolina  and  South  Dakota  were  8  percent 
lower  than  in  the  previous  yearo    The  drop,  in  South  Carolina  was  due  mainly 
to  a  sharp  decline  in  receipts  from  cotton,  while    that  in  South  Dakota 
resulted  chiefly,  from    a  substantial  drop  in  receipts  from  hogs.    In  Dela- 
ware" and' Florida,  total    receipts  vrere  7  percent  below  195l»    Lower  receipts 
from' broilers  in  Delaware  and  from  oranges  in  Florida  were  mainly  responsible 
for  these  declines. 


Ranking  the  States  in  order  of  size  of  1952  cash  receipts,  the  same 
States  held  the  highest  four  positions,  and  in  the  same  order,  as    in  1951. 
California  was  first  with  2.8  billion  dollars,  up  k  percent  from  the  previous

year.  Second  place  went  to  Iowa  with  2,3  billion  dollars,  down  1  percent 
from  193'lt  Third  was  Texas  with  2,1  billion  dollars,  3  "Percent  less  than 
in  19^1.  And  Illinois  was  in  fourth  place  with  2,0  billion  dollars,  down 
1  percent.     :  . 

PRELIMINARY  MJNTH.Y  ESTIMATES,  1953 

Cash    receipts  in  January 

Farmers  received  about  2,7  billion  dollars  from  marke tings  in  January, 
12  percent  less  than  in  December  but  practically  the  same  as  in  January  19i:}2, 
Prices  averaged  only  1  percent  below  December  but  marketings  were  down  season- 
ally.   Compared  with  January  a  year  ago,  lower  average  prices  wore  about  off- 
set by  a  larger  volume  of  sales. 

January  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  l,h  billion 
dollars,     7    percent  under  December  and  6  percent  beloW  January  of  last  year. 
Crop  receipts  were  1,3  billion  dollars,  down  18  percent'  from  December  but 
ih  percent  abovt-j  a  year  ago. 

Cash  receipts  in  Februa ry 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in'  February  are  tentatively 
estimated  at  2,0  billion  dollars,  2h  percent  belbw  January  and  about  the 
same  as  in  February  1952,     Livestock  receipts    are  estimated  at  1.2  billion 
dollars,  down  lii  percent  from  January  and  11  percent  boloW  a  yj  ar  ago. 
Crop  receipts  of  0,8  billion  dollars  are  down  a  third  from  the  previous 
month  but  about  25    percent  above  February  1952.    The  declines  from  January 
are  of  a  seasonal  nature,  partly  because  of  fewer  marketing  days  in  Bebruary,
